I havo tho honor to rofor to tho Dopartmont!s Dip- 
lomatic Sorial no. 3710 (840.51 Frozon Crodits/1O583A 
of Juno 5, 1943, rogarding a forthcoming consus of 
proporty ownod by Amorican citizons in foroign countrios. 


I prosumo that ovon Amorican citizons not ontitled 
to protoction aro liablo for tho submission of a roport 
on thoir foroign proporty intorosts; howovor, I should 
approciato spocific confirmation from tho Dopartmont of 
that prosumption. 


If such citizons aro includod in this consus what 
prossuro should bo oxortod upon thom to Sonpry with thoir 
obligations and what action will bo taken against thom 
if thoy rofuso. I ask thoso quostions bocauso, although 
I am suro that tho citizons ontitlod to protoction rosid- 
ing in this country will gladly fulfill any obligation 
which thoy may havo in this affair, I can forosoo at 
loast a possibility that somo citizons not ontitlod to 
protoction will attompt to ovado thoir duty, claiming 
that tho Logation has rofusod to rocognizo thoir status 
as Amorican citizons. 


Moroovor, if any Amorican citizon not ontitlod to 


protoction shall willingly submit a roport undor this 
consus, should such action bo considorod to affoct his 


citizonship status in any way-

For the Arabic advertisement in Damascus I suggest "Alefba" 
the Arabic daily nowspaper. 


It might also be advisable to insert a notice in "Al Hoda" 
of Now York for the benefit of American citizens in the 


United States. 


I do not think there are more than a few Amcrican citizens 
posnessing property in Syria who will be liable to file a 
report in accordance with the stipulations of the Troasury 


Departmont. " 


The Legation at Damascus takes this opportunity to express to 
the Legation ct Beirut the renewed assurance of its high consi= 
deration.

A regulation issued by the United States 
tt honey on June 1, mae requires that a report be 
ed by every person subject to the 
the meted States (with neck pietipehen nate’ 
below), including Ancrican citizens residing abroad 
who, on May 31, 1943, haa any interest whatsoover, : 
direct or indirect, in any property in any forcign 


country, including property, such as bonds » issued 
by or in such foreign country, 


Citizons of the United States in enemy~occupiod 
territory, and persons serving in the armed forces of 
the United States, aro exempted from filing a roport, 
Likewise oxempted are any persons whose assets in all 


United States dollars, interests in Alliod foroign 
organizations, patent or trademark liconse agreements, 
and cortain contracts » & report must be filed even 
when tho aggregate valuc ts loss then $10,000. 


Reports made by American citizons residing abroad 
must be filed before November 1, 1943, with the noarest 
United States Consul. Fatlure of any porson to file a 
report required of him will subject him ‘to criminal 
penaltios, he roports are regarded as confidential 
in all respects. 


American citizens living in Lebanon may obtain 
the prescribed forms and printed instructions as to 
their preperation, from the American Legation at 
Beirut. Requests for forms should include a briof 
Statement as to the nature and value of the assests 
to be reported, in order that the form applicable to 
the particular case may be supplicd. ‘he oath required 
in connection with the report will be attested by the 
Legation without charge.
